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BELLEVILLE - 


City Manager to discuss status of 
Skate Park with Wayne County

Last week end the Skate Park in Belleville 
was hit hard by vandalism and graffiti, 
leading city officials to seek a possible 
early closure of the park, if Wayne County 
officials agree. 

The park was funded in part by the county, 
with one of the stipulations being that the 
city keep it going for at least 10 years. The 
10 years expires in June, but the costs of 
constantly repairing the fence and using 
city resources to paint over the profanity is 
causing concern. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, Keith Boc gave 
another report on the current condition of 
the Skate Park. 

He noted it was “hit hard” again last 
weekend and now the park is full of 
obscenities which cost money and city 
worker time to paint over. 

When asked if he couldn’t just leave the 
obscenities, he said studies show that the 
faster you get rid of graffiti the better it is, 
since graffiti draws more graffiti. 

He said the “FU” letters are as large as a 
grown man. 

Councilwoman Kim Tindall asked if 
the city could close down the park early, 
claiming it’s closed for repair until June? 
Council members were skeptical if the 
county would allow that. 

Boc said the fence has been torn down 
again. He said as soon as the city puts up a 
new fence, the vandals tear it down. 

Councilwoman Tindall asked if it’s worth 
putting the fence up at all. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said there 
is a liability issue and the city has to secure 
the facility. 

Boc said the kids using the Skate Park 
are all using bicycles and no skateboards, 
even though there’s a big sign warning that 
bicycles are not allowed. 

He complained about a letter from Bob 
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Balderston published in the Independent 
last week encouraging bicycle use of the 
skate park. 

“It’s not for bicycles,” Boc emphasized. 

“When school closes for the summer, it 
will be even worse,” Boc forecast. 

“Can we contact the county?” Tindall 
asked. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said she could 
contact the county officials and make a 
case with them, explaining how much the 
city has spent trying to keep it open. 

Kollmeyer said she will explore options. 

In other business at Monday’s 20-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$131,930.48, including departmental 
purchases over $500: to BioCare, $2,733 
for Fire Department physicals; and to Ed 
Smith, $638.48 for CERTS trainers fee 
reimbursement, out of Police/DF funds; 

e Heard Fire Fighter Collette McClinton 
announce that the Fire Department will be 
celebrating 100 years this summer and they 
are getting plans together to present to the 
council at its next meeting. They would 
like to celebrate on Oct. 13, which is the 
same day as Harvest Fest. Retired Fire 
Fighter Bill Emerson has been researching 
and writing a history of the department; 

e Heard Tom Fielder announce that Flop 
E. Bunny is coming to Victory Park at noon 
on Saturday and the Historical Society will 
be hosting a lecture on the Civil War on 
April 21. Also the Parks and Recreation 
Commission has set a special event from 
noon to 4 p.m. on April 28 at Village Park, 
“Let’s Go Fly a Kite,” with advice on kites, 
demonstrations, and refreshments by the 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts; 

e Heard Boc offer to pick up the five 
entries in the Bunnies on Main contest until 
after Tuesday’s forecast rain and then put 
them up afterward to stay in place until the 
contest is up. The DPS installed the bunnies 
on lamp downtown and Boc said he will

e Heard Police Chief Gene Taylor say his 
American Pride project is going well and 
there have been 100 flags sold. He said he 
has noticed more residents flying their flags. 
Chief Taylor said he has received inquiries 
from Dearborn, Milan, and Dexter on 
the flag project. His goal is to have every 
residence and business flying an American 
flag on Flag Day, June 14.

Sumpter Township Board again 
tables new Fire Dept. Standards

Standards of Conduct for the volunteer/ 
paid-per-call Fire Department were 
tabled for the second time by the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees at its regular 
meeting March 27. 

Township Attorney Rob Young said 
officials are still working on it and when it 
is done, he’ll bring it back to the table. He 
asked that it be tabled again and the board 
unanimously agreed. 

The Standards of Conduct were first 
tabled at the March 13 board meeting, 
but at the same meeting the board did 
approve a related document, the Standard 
of Procedures. 

Both documents were presented by a 
committee made up of Treasurer John 
Morgan, Trustee Peggy Morgan, and Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman whose goal was to 
review Fire Department rules. 

At the March 13 meeting, Fire Chief Les 
Powell objected to some of the new rules. 
Treasurer Morgan, who was presiding in 
the absence of the ailing Supervisor Johnny 
Vawters and the absence of Clerk Hoffman, 
said discussions with the fire chief or his 
representative could continue to tweak the 
rules. Treasurer Morgan emphasized that 
the board and fire fighters were all on the 
same team. 

Chief Powell said he was told there would 
be no discussions, so he was happy to hear 
Treasurer Morgan’s assurances. 

But, the following Sunday, in an unusual 
move, Trustee Peggy Morgan attended a fire 
department meeting at the fire hall, saying 
she wanted to be present in case there were 
questions about the new procedures. Chief 
Powell objected to her presence and a 
confrontation erupted. 

A few days later, Chief Powell voluntarily 
accepted 30 days suspension and six 
months of probation for insubordination to 
a board member. 

While Chief Powell usually attends board 
meetings, he was absent from the March 27 
meeting and there was no public mention 
of his status. 

Some observers say there is more to 
the situation than meets the eye, with an 
ongoing attempt by particular former fire 
fighters to undermine the longtime fire 
chief and take over the chief’s position. 

(A similar situation happened in the City 
of Belleville recently when the fire chief 
was forced to resign after an anonymous 
writer, claiming to represent a group of fire 
fighters, sent a letter to city officials.) 

In other business at the March 27 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved naming Hennessey Engineers 
as the township’s new engineering 


consultants, with Richard Kern assigned 
as primary liaison to Sumpter, backed up 
by John Hennessey. There were 12-15 
applications for engineering firm and a 
committee whittled that down to three, 
who were interviewed at a special meeting 
on March 20; 

e Approved paying two invoices for 
$4,858.50 and $518 from the former 
engineering firm, METCO, for storm water 
work, upon receipt of the work completed; 

e Approved paying Giffels-Webster 
Engineers the balance owed of $12,939.25 
for work completed in association with 
METCO; 

e Approved purchasing a larger ice 
machine for the PNA Hall for $2,245, with 
the smaller machine being moved for Parks 
& Recreation use; 

e Approved a storm water management 
agreement with Joe Nasser for his business 
at the comer of Sumpter and Willis, as 
required by the county; 

e Heard Supervisor Vawters announce 
new appointments of board members 
as liaisons: Clerk Hoffman to Planning 
Commission and Zoning Board of Appeals 
(and no longer with Fire Dept.); Hamm 
as alternate to Planning Commission 
and ZBA, as well as continuing with the 
Building Dept.; Peggy Morgan to new 
assignment to Fire Dept. and continues 
with Parks & Rec.; Bates continues with 
Water Dept.; Treasurer Morgan continues 
with Economic Development Committee 
and alternate to Water Dept.; and Supervisor 
Police and Senior Dept.; 

e Approved a resolution to amend the 457 
Deferred Compensation Plan; 

e Approved removing the yearly $20 
charge for pond inspections, since there 
have been no such inspections after the 
original permit. Clerk Hoffman said those 
yearly inspection costs were illegal. If 
residents wish to alter their approved 
pond, they would have to come back to the 
township for approval; 

e Agreed to have Clerk Hoffman appoint 
cemetery caretaker Wayne Bordine as 
sexton to inspect the graves he digs, 
instead of paying a building inspector to do 
so. There are one or two burials a year in 
the township cemetery. Deputy Supervisor 
Craig Moody said funeral home personnel 
inspect the depth of the graves and will not 
put a vault in if the depth isn’t correct; 

e Approved appointment of Mary Ann 
Watson as an alternate to the Board of 
Review; 

e Approved having the clerk’s office 
advertise in the APWA (American Public 
Works Association) for a full-time water & 
sewer department superintendent with a S1

Sumpter Township teenager makes 
Dean’s List at Eastern Mich. Univ.

Breana Smith of Sumpter Township, who 
celebrated her 16™ birthday on March 24, 
recently was named to the Dean’s List for 
the Fall 2011 Semester at Eastern Michigan 
University. 

This was the first time she qualified for the 
Dean’s List, which required being enrolled 
for a certain number of college credits. By 
the end of this semester she will have 38 
credits at EMU. 

Breana is the daughter of Gary and Marion 
Smith of Elwell Road. She has been pretty- 
much home-schooled until joining the 
Early College Alliance at EMU. 

She technically is a junior at Milan High 
School, although she has never attended 
that school. She will probably graduate 
early from Milan, with a high school 
diploma, since her requirements will be 
completed through the ECA program. 

With the ECA program, the cooperating 
high school gets 15% of the per-pupil state 
aid and EMU gets the rest. Breana doesn’t 
have to pay tuition or buy books, since it is 
paid through state aid. 

The ECA program allows high school 
students to take classes at EMU, while still 
being a high school student, proving the 


theory that students can successfully take 
high school and college classes at the same 
time. 

Several high schools in Washtenaw 
County participate in ECA, including Ann 
Arbor and the Washtenaw Intermediate 
School District. Each high school gets a 
certain number of slots in the program. 

The beginning ECA courses teach the 
basics of college learning, making sure the 
student has the skills to succeed. 

Marion Smith said under ECA, a student 
can earn up to 60 credits, which is half of a 
bachelor’s degree. She said it is very much 
appreciated since college tuition costs are 
so high. 

Breana attended Kindergarten at Summit 
Academy and Bethany, but then was 
home-schooled as a first grader. She went 
to Keystone Academy for second grade, 
but only stayed three weeks. She has been 
home schooled since then, until starting 
her EMU classes, which provide both high 
school and college credits. 

Breana is in a home-school choir and the 
Bethany Bible Church choir. She attends 
Bethany Church, takes music and vocal 
lessons, and does competitive dance at 
P&P Dance Centre in Belleville.

It’s time to get 
informed on details 


of Smart meters 


John and Pauline Holeton of Shelby 
Township raised the alarm about Smart 
meters at Tuesday’s Van Buren Township 
Board meeting. 

Although VBT has only Smart water meters 
so far, DTE is seeking to have electric Smart 
meters installed throughout the state to save 
themselves money. Several communities in 
Michigan petitioned the state to investigate 
electrical Smart meters and the study 
began in January by the Michigan Dept. of 
Licensing and Regulatory Affairs. 

Paula said there are some communities 
throughout the country who have 
moratoriums on Smart meters. Paula said 
she and her husband have visited 20-25 
cities and townships in the state to warn 
about the health hazards and privacy issues 
of these microwave meters. 

In January, Belleville residents Matthew 
Wagner and his sister Cheryl came to the 
city council meeting with concerns about 
the Smart water meters being installed 
everywhere in the city, including on their 
houses. They were told the water meters 
were safe and it was the electric meters that 
were under study by the state. 

Also, Belleville residents had to allow 
the new meters or they wouldn’t get water 
service. (See story on page 23.) 

On Tuesday, VBT Supervisor White said 
the Smart meters were a hot button issue in 
the area. It’s time to get informed on this 
subject, before DTE shows up with a local 
proposal. 


Just before Bugles Across America 
started on Sunday at the Veterans Memorial 
at Horizon Park I saw a big, big Canada 
goose grazing in the park. 

The Detroit News published an article on 
the weather last Thursday that included the 
information that because of the early warm 
weather, the Canada geese have flocked 
early to Belle Isle and have begun their 
reproduction process. 

An official with the Michigan Audubon 
Society was quoted as saying female geese 
may be able to reproduce twice this season. 
She said other birds have come back early, 
too, because of the warm weather. 

At Monday’s city council meeting, Tom 
Fielder said that he saw a goose with 
goslings following behind at Horizon Park 
last week. 

The City of Belleville has purchased 
enough grape seed extract spray to have 
three applications this summer to ward off 
the geese from Horizon Park, especially 
around the time of the concert series. If 
the geese reproduce twice this year the city 
might have to order more spray.

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Code Red emergency 
network makes pitch to 
VBT Board of Trustees

At Monday’s workshop session of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
Kim Merkel, regional sales manager for 
the Emergency Communications Network, 
gave a pitch for her Code Red service. 

Merkel of Ormond Beach, FL, was asked 
by Supervisor Paul White to explain the 
emergency service to the board who might 
consider it for the township. 

The service has several versions, costing 
from $12,500 to $19,000 per year for 
a three-year agreement, based on the 
township population. 

The service allows local government 
officials to record, send, and track 
personalized voice, email, text and social 
media messages to thousands of citizens in 
minutes. 

Merkel told the board it could use Code 
Red for emergency and non-emergency 
situations, including boil-water alerts, road 
closures, hazmat spills, as well as tornados, 
flash floods, severe storms, etc. 

The weather alerts are customized so only 
those in the paths of the storms are alerted 
by the National Weather Service, she said. 

She said in the middle of the night, nobody 
has their TV or radio on, or can hear their 
weather radio squawk, but they would hear 
their phones. 

Merkel set up a demonstration where she 
called the phones of the board members 
to show them how the alerts would come. 
The phones all rang and then her recorded 
message came through. 

She said township residents can sign up 
for Code Red, but she also has access to 
national lists of phone numbers, both land 
lines and cell phones, that can be used. 
People who don’t want to be contacted can 
opt out, she said, noting most people want 
weather warnings to stay safe. 

She said with missing people, escaped 
prisoners, and sex offenders being sought, 
an image can be included on some phones 
and computers. 

People who don’t pick up the phone are 
called again. 

Trustee Denise Partridge asked if this

would take the place of emergency sirens 
and Merkel said it wouldn’t, but it would 
augment sirens. 

She said sirens, depending on the wind, 
can be heard only one-half to one mile. 

“We have communities no longer repairing 
their sirens because of this service,” Merkel 
said referring to Code Red. 

When asked, she listed her Michigan 
clients as all of Lenawee and Ingham 
counties, as well as Lansing, Romulus, 
Ann Arbor, Village of Caro Fire District, 
and a new one, Branch County. 

She said there are 10,000 community 
users across the country. 

Merkel explained the free mobile apps 
for some smart phones, with capabilities 
of being available across the country when 
traveling. 

When asked, she said the price is based on 
using 37,500 minutes per year and unused 
minutes can be rolled over and more is 
charged for using more minutes. 

Supervisor White said he called the 
emergency manager for Ingham County 
and he was “tickled pink” with the 
service. He said the emergency manager 
for Lenawee County, which has only the 
weather service, also was very pleased. 

Diane Madigan asked about getting just 
the weather alerts with a three-year contract 
and Merkel said that would cost $12,500 
and would have no minutes attached.

Sumpter Township Parks & Recreation 
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VBT: McDonald’s 
requests OK for upgrade 
to Belleville Road site

By the time the renovations are done, the 
McDonald’s restaurant on Belleville Road 
may have one less curb cut on Belleville 
Road, a rear entry/exit to the Farmer Jack 
shopping center, two lanes for drive-up 
orders, and a bright exterior. 

These were the plans discussed at a public 
hearing at the March 28 meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission. 

Ken Van Tine and Mike Kazarian, 
representing McDonald’s, said they 
had been going back and forth with the 
township’s planning department in a long 
process that came up with the present 
plans. 

Kazarian said if the township approves 
the requested special approval for the 
second drive-through, six weeks of work 
will begin this summer. 

He said the restaurant will not close 
completely. The drive through will close 
for the work on construction of the second 
lane, but the walk-in restaurant will remain 
open. 

When work is being done on the inside, 
the walk-in will close and the drive-through 
remain open. There will be intermittent 
total closings for half a day at a time for 
painting and other work, Kazarian said. 

He said all 530 McDonald’s restaurants 
in Michigan are being redone as part of a 
five-year plan. He said there were 42 major 
remodels in Michigan last year and they 
plan another 44 this year, with additional 
15 to be renovated from the ground up. 

Terry Carroll, VBT Director of Planning 
and Economic Development, said the 
side-by-side drive throughs will eliminate 
stacking up, that in the mornings extends 
out to Belleville Road. 

Van Tine said it wasn’t that the inside 
servers couldn’t keep up with the orders, 
but that the customers sometimes took 
their time deciding on what they wanted to 
order. The two lanes should speed things 
up. The two lanes will merge into the one 
pickup window. 

This has worked well in other locations. 

Carroll said the plan is to punch out 
an island in the back to make another 
entry/exit. The southern-most curb cut on 
Belleville Road will be removed and the 
northern entry enlarged for an in-out drive, 
similar to Tim Horton’s. 

Sally Hodges of planning consultants 
McKenna Associates said the applicant 
worked well with the staff and the proposed 
appearance of the building changed in 
response to the township’s requests. 

Commissioner Donald Boynton said the 
brick color should coincide with all the 
others along the Belleville Road corridor, 
which were more a cherry-plum shade. 

Hodges said the township hasn’t set a 
building color, but referred to a general 
palette. 

Kazarian said the current building has 
painted brick and they are just going to 


repaint the brick. 

Boynton said the pylon sign should be a 
short, monument sign. 

Kazarian replied they had talked about 
that and when the drive is changed the sign 
may be in the way, so it would have to be 
moved. 

Commissioner Carl Johnson asked 
when the commission will be able to look 
at plans for the back access and the new 
traffic flow. 

Kazarian said they could get it for the 

next meeting. He said they can design it 
and stop at their property line. Negotiations 
continue with the property owner behind 
them. 
Commission Chairwoman Carol Thompson 
said if McDonald’s wants approval of these 
plans, the non-conforming, high-rise sign 
in back needs to come down. 

Van Tine said when he and Kazarian 
first met with the township, the tall sign 
wasn’t up. Kazarian said he works on the 
construction side for McDonald’s and so 
he wasn’t in on the sign situation. 

The non-conforming sign was in danger 
of falling, so it was taken down, repaired, 
and put back up. 

“As I reported in September or November, 
they brought in an estimate to us for 
replacement and it was less than 50% ... 
so we were required, under our ordinance, 
to let them put the sign back up,” Carroll 
said. 

Commissioner Ken Guenther said in 
2001 or 2002, McDonald’s was going to 
tear down the building to renovate it, but 
they would have had to tear down the high- 
rise pylon, as well, so they decided just to 
remodel. 

Guenther said in his opinion, the high- 
rise sign is not really needed. 

Van Tine pointed out that the overall 
signage will decrease with the proposed 
changes. 

“There’s a lot of residents who don’t 
have a problem with that sign,” said John 
Delaney during the public comment. 

He said just because you can’t see it from 
I-94, as some claim, doesn’t mean it isn’t 
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OVER $100 
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needed. He said people can use it to find 
the restaurant from southbound Belleville 
Road and other routes in the township. 
Delaney said it is not conforming, but it is 
legal. 

Thompson asked about the landscaping in 
front and whether they will put in benches 
and bike racks. 

Kazarian said they have added bike racks 
to the plans, but haven’t added seats, since 
it is yet to be determined where the bypass 
lane in front would go and the seats might 
end up too close to the restaurant or too

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close to the lane. 

“This looks formula,” Thompson said, 
criticizing the plans, “We’re a premier 
community and we want something a little 
different.” 

Kazarian said they actually had made 
concessions for the township plan. He 
said they will not be using their standard 
stone, but will have a cobblestone look, as 
requested. 

Also, the parapet is 2-3’ higher than usual 
and the color of the building lines up with

the other colors along Belleville Road. 

“We have made changes,” Kazarian 
emphasized, suggesting that because he’s 
“living McDonald’s” the changes seem 
a lot to him, but may not look like it to 
Thompson. 

The planning commission is expected to 
make a decision on the request at its next 
meeting on April 11. 

In non-agenda comments, Delaney 
said he has forwarded information he 
has uncovered to commission members 
on Hoosier/Ameresco and attorney Tim 
Stoepker. He said the groups are known for 
their SLAPP lawsuits. 

[SLAPP refers to a strategic lawsuit 
against public participation. It is a lawsuit 
that is intended to censor, intimidate, and 
silence critics by burdening them with the 
cost of a legal defense until they abandon

their criticism or opposition.] 

Delaney urged the commissioners to 
study the information he provided. The 
commission is currently considering a 
request from Hoosier/Visteon to construct 
a landfill-gas-to-electrical-energy plant on 
the Visteon Village/Grace Lake Corporate 
Park property and Stoepker is the attorney 
that attends the VBT sessions.

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Museum kicks off Civil 
War series with lecture 
on Mich.’s contribution 


The Belleville Area Museum and 
Historical Society will kick off their 2012 
Civil War Sesquicentennial Series with 
an exhibit opening on April 12, which 
coincides with the 151 anniversary of the 
attack on Fort Sumter. 

A lecture entitled “Michigan in the Civil 
War” will be given by Al and Dave Eicher 
at the museum at 2 p.m. April 21.

The Civil War lasted from April 1861-

Bruder will recount the lives and fates of the 
local sons — those who survived to return 
after the war, those who returned home for 
burial, and those who never came home at 
all. 

The first shots of the American Civil 
War rang out at Fort Sumter on April 12, 
1861. It didn’t take long for the men of the 
young state of Michigan to join to fight to 
preserve their country, including those from 
Belleville and the townships of Sumpter 
and Van Buren. 

“Follow these brave young men — who 
walked the same streets and perhaps even 
lived in the same houses as you and your 
neighbors — as they joined the Iron Brigade 
and fought in such battles as Gettysburg or 
the Siege of Petersburg,” Bruder said. 

The presentation is a part of the ongoing 
Homegrown Knowledge Series sponsored 
by the Friends of the Belleville Area District 
Library.

Sumpter Board approves 
balanced budget for 
2012-13 fiscal year

Sumpter Township bookkeeper Jim Glahn, 
CPA, presented a balanced $3,576,160 
budget for the upcoming 2012-13 fiscal 
year to the township board at a hearing 
before the regular township meeting March 
27. 

During the regular meeting that followed, 
the board approved the proposed budget, 
along with the amended 2011-12 budget of 
$3,702,210 and gave Glahn and employees 
their thanks for working to balance the 
budgets. 

Glahn said last year the township had to 
make several changes and cuts because of 
declining revenue from the landfill. There 
were more than $500,000 in decreases and 
they ended up with a balanced budget. 

He said he does not foresee further cuts 
necessary for the upcoming year. 

The amended 2011-12 landfill revenue 
was $1.2 million and $1.1 million is 
expected for 2012-13. 

Glahn said dispatch did not move to 
Huron Township as soon as expected, so 
Sumpter did not save as much money as 
expected. However, Sumpter will save 
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almost half of what it paid when it ran its 
own dispatch. 

The latest date for dispatch’s switch 
to Huron Township was April 1. Glahn 
said there have been plans made to pay 
the dispatchers that are leaving extended 
benefits past the time of their job loss to 
soften the blow. 

Glahn said the water fund is a problem. 
Detroit Water Department is tacking on a 
mysterious $200,000 service charge, so 
water is costing more, beyond any rate 
hikes, he said. 

He said the township is seeing the 
effects of inflation in many ways. Landfill 
royalties hit bottom, going down 70% of 
what it was eight years ago when he joined 
the township, which was “a huge drop.” 

He said population in the township has 
decreased by 15% and there is $126,000 
less state shared revenue. 

Wolverine Power Supply Cooperative is 
the township’s largest taxpayer. In spring 
2010 Wolverine bought the FirstEnergy 
Generation 340 megawatt peaking power 
plant on Rawsonville Road. In 2010, 
Wolverine appealed its property assessment 
and won. 

Almost all of the $3.5 million tax it paid 
went to the Lincoln School District, along 
with portions of that total to the zoo, Wayne 
County Community College, the jail and 
other entities, along with a small amount to 
Sumpter, he said. 

The state dropped the Wolverine 
assessment from $71 million to $68 million 
and all the extra tax it paid had to be paid 
back. 

Sumpter had to refund close to $90,000, he 
said. Also, Wolverine’s taxes for 2010 and 
2011 were lowered, as well, and Sumpter 
will see a portion of that decrease. 

When Wolverine appealed its assessment 
to the state , the state treasurer sent letters 
to the township and school district to set 
money side in case Wolverine won its 
appeal. 

He said for just one year the school 
operation fund had to refund $157,000 and 
the debt fund $64,000. There was a total of 
over $500,000 from the school district. 

All the entities together paid back $1.906 
million to Wolverine. 

Glahn said Sumpter sent its check to 
hit the March 28 deadline to pay without 
interest. 

Since the township revenue was lower, 
“We are fortunate the unions all agreed to 
keep the status quo with no pay increases,” 
Glahn said. 

He said it was fortunate the township got 
ahead of its problems. 

“I was there and I told them they couldn’t 
continue this way and they listened,” Glahn 
said, praising the officials who took him 
serious in the past, so the budgets could be 
balanced.

Charter Township of Van Buren 
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District Library Board 
sets up side ledger for 
bond reimbursement

The Belleville Area District Library 
Board unanimously authorized putting 
expenses related to planning for a new 
library in a subsidiary ledger so that these 
expenses can be reimbursed from future 
bond proceeds. 

The action was taken by resolution at the 
March 13 meeting of the board. 

Treasurer Elaine Gutierrez said the 
ledger was, “So we have that ready when 
we do pass a bond issue so that it will be 
reimbursed on the budget, so that we can 


add that money into the fund balance so 
that we’ll have more assets. 

“Right now we’re using that money in 
the budget and our fund balance is going 
down, whereas we’ll be reimbursed for that 
later and build up the fund balance again,” 
she said. 

City Councilwoman Kim Tindall asked 
from the audience if these amounts will go 
back to cover retroactive expenses. 

“We’ll have to go back and break out the 
expenses and this will take a little time,” 
Gutierrez said. 

“You may need to go back into last 
year’s budget to identify some costs,” said 
Belleville resident Mike Renaud. 

“It’s the fund balance and that continues 
year after year,” Gutierrez said. 

“Being devil’s advocate, what if the bond 
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doesn’t pass?” asked Belleville resident 
George Chedraue. 

“The resolution states future bond 
proceeds,” said vice chairman Christina 
Brasil. “This could happen two years from 
now or, God forbid, 20 years from now.” 

“Are you going to make it public?” 
Renaud asked, pointing out it was public 
funds involved. 

Library Director Deb Green said the 
reports could be made quarterly. 

Attorney/closed sessions 

Vera Howell, a Belleville resident, told 
the board that she feels the library board 
needs its own attorney, which should not 
be the Belleville city attorney. John Day 
represented both the library and the city. 

Howell said she thinks there should be 
two attorneys — one for the library and one 
for the city. 

“We do have another attorney, and if there 
is ever a conflict of interest, she can step 
in,” said secretary Joy Cichewicz. “Her 
name is Anne Seurynck. She is a well- 
known attorney for libraries. The reason 
we have two is having a local attorney 
is much more cost-effective. She lives in 
Grand Rapids.” 

(Seurynck was officially hired by the 
board on Feb. 8, 2011 at a cost of $190 per 
hour.) 

“Think about it,” said Chairman Mary 
Jane Dawson. “What’s the big slogan? 
Shop in Belleville. Mr. Day is a local 
attorney... We had her (Seurynck) here 
about a year ago.” 

“We may have two attorneys, but I think 
John Day handles most of the legal issues,” 
said Chedraue, an attorney who lives in 
Belleville. 

“He’s handling this land acquisition 
transaction. I think that’s why Vera is 
wondering why you have the same attorney 
for the city and land acquisition. 

“That’s not my question,’ Chedraue 
continued. “I wish John was here because 
of one of the questions I have. 

“My theory has always been, ‘What 
happens in Vegas, stays in Vegas.’ At the last 
city council meeting the fact was brought 
up that members of the library talked to 
members of city council concerning what 
happens at closed door meetings. 

“Don’t look surprised, it was, and it was 
in the paper. And, what happens at closed 
door meetings ... what happens in Vegas 
stays in Vegas. 

“Once you start opening and telling 
people outside of the closed-door meeting 
what you guys talked about in a closed 
door meeting is no longer privileged and is 
no longer a closed-door meeting. 

“So, I can technically ask everyone 
here tonight: What was your discussion 
during your closed-door meetings because 
somebody went and talked to people at 
City Council at the meeting. 

“Don’t look surprised. Kereen [Mayor 
Conley] said it. She talked to someone 
on this board, whoever that was. I’m not 
your attorney, but my advice would be, 
you know they used to say ‘Loose lips sink 
ships?’ And, Eisenhower did have a couple 
people executed because they talked too 
much because they caused problems. 
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“If you don’t want to have this problem 
of me asking that question at the next 
meeting, my advice is please don’t talk to 
other people confidentially about what goes 
on in closed door meetings,’ Chedraue 
concluded. 

In other business at the 59-minute, March 
13 meeting, the library board: 

e Discussed problems with maintenance 
of the present building. Board member 
John Juriga said the railing on the porch 
was loose and Mark Burger was called 
to take care of that. Burger pointed out 
the supports of the portico roof are rusted 
and it could blow away in a heavy wind. 
Davenport was called to look at solutions. 
Also, the parking lot drain grate was lifting 
up and cutting people’s tires. They had 
Davenport take it out because it hadn’t 
functioned for 25 years; 

e Heard Director Green report that the 
City of Romulus may levy a library tax, 
which does not take a vote of the people, to 
support the library; 

e Heard Green report the library had to 
call the police for its first-ever fight on the 
porch a few weeks earlier. Both girls were 
taken into police custody and banned from 
the library for one month. Several library 
patrons expressed concern; 

e Heard Green report that Chuck Syer, the 
security guard, has found a replacement 
for himself when he moves: Aaron Saylor. 
The two will work together to increase the 
patrol from five to ten hours a week; 

e Heard Green report the Friends of the 
Library are helping to promote National 
Library Week and are purchasing a Kindle 
Fire to give away as a grand prize. Raffle 
tickets can be earned by checking out a 
book, getting a library card, or submitting 
a “Why I love my library” note; 

e Heard support for the library board’s 
work offered by Julea Ward, a seven-year 
resident of Van Buren Township. She said 
the idea of a library on the lake was exciting 
and she would like a big library; 

e Heard Regina Miller of Van Buren 
Township voice concern about the 
hydroponic shop and the cleaners who are 
in the area, 397 Main, being considered 
for a library site. “We owe it to them to 
let them know,” Miller said and Chairman 
Dawson said it was her understanding that 
the owner of the building alerted them; 

e Heard Green announce the library fund 
raiser “Murder Maestro Please” dinner

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Sumpter Township 
Board sets proposed fees 
for rental of PNA Hall

Independent Editor 
Editor’s Note: The crowded March 13 
agenda of the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees had 23 action items. The 
Independent reported on some of them in 
last week’s paper. Here’s the rest of the 
story. 

The PNA Hall, set to reopen March 29 
after being closed all winter as an economic 
measure, has been scrubbed and polished 
and has a new, large ice maker. 

At the March 13 meeting, the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees approved the 
preliminary PNA Hall rental fees. 

A committee of Trustees Peggy Morgan 
and Bill Hamm and Deputy Treasurer 
Karen Armatis worked on the details and 
presented the proposed rental fees. 

The rental fees are Friday and Saturday, 
$550 plus, $200 security deposit, and from 
Sunday through Thursday, $250/$100 
security. 

There no longer will be free rentals to 
non-profit agencies. There was some 
discussion as to what, exactly, the motion 
at the last meeting said about the PNA 
opening. Details were to be brought back 
to the next meeting. 

The committee also recommended the 
Clerk’s office handle renting of the PNA 
Hall, which the board approved. 

Showings will have to be done during 
regular business hours. 

Before the hall was closed last winter, 
Trustee Linda Kennedy had handled 
renting details. She became ill and hasn’t 
attended a meeting in almost a year and has 
been unable to handle rental duties. 

In other business at the March 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved Stardust cleaners as the 
company to clean the PNA before opening 
and after use in the future. Trustee Peggy 
Morgan said they got estimates for cleaning 
and the Sumpter Township resident was the 
low bidder at $100 per cleaning and $300 
for the initial first deep cleaning; 

e Approved an upgraded Noxious Weeds 
and Shrubs ordinance; 

e Approved a new ordinance to replace 


the former Cemetery Ordinance; 

e Heard Deputy Supervisor Craig 
Moody report that the township just got 
word that two roads have been upgraded 
from secondary to primary road status, 
which means they will be maintained by 
the county like Sumpter Road. The new 
primary roads are Harris, from Savage to 
Martinsville, and Martinsville, from Harris 
to Judd; 

e Heard resident Mary Ban said she 
talked to Keystone Academy school board 
president Vesta Losen about the 8 a.m. and 
3:15 p.m. backups at the corner of Sumpter 
and Bemis. She said Losen will study the 
situation. Ban contends a left-turn arrow is 
called for on Bemis to clear the congestion, 
but Deputy Supervisor Moody said he sat 
at the gas station and watched the corner 
and while traffic is backed up during those 
times, it clears within 20 minutes. He said 
he did put in a request with the county for 
an arrow, “But, don’t count on it”; and 

e Heard Ban discuss the closing of Elwell 
School, saying she has copies of the letters 
published in the Independent on the subject. 
“It’s a shame the school board didn’t let 
you know [in advance],” she said. She 
said that Keystone, a public charter school, 
got high scores in the national NWEA 
testings for grades 2-8. She said the scores 
were 19% higher than the Van Buren and 
Lincoln schools and 10% higher than the 
state average. “It’s unfortunate one person 
has all this power,” Ban said of the Van 
Buren schools. “I think it’s a disgrace” that 
they want to tear Elwell down. She said it 
should be sold to another group to use. “So 
many people are hurt by this,’ Ban said. 
Ban also agreed with letter-writer Cornell 
Anton that the present high school could be 
used for a district library and the drainage 
pond and parking, set for the site of the 
present BHS, could be put in the “back 40” 
of the site. Township attorney Rob Young 
reminded Ban that the district library plans 
still require a vote of the people. Ban 
replied, “A lot of people say: No Way.”

At the Jan. 17 meeting of the Belleville 
City Council, resident Amy Wagner 
asked the council to consider the safety 
of the Smart water meters being installed 
throughout the city. 

Wagner said she had sent an email to 
Mayor Kerreen Conley to alert her to 
concerns she had over the meters. 

Wagner pointed out the State of Michigan 
is currently studying Smart meters to 
measure electricity because of concerns 
voiced by several communities over their 
safety and security. 

Wagner had concerns about the city’s 
new water meters being hacked and asked 
about any plans to credit consumers for 
water charged for and not used. 

Mayor Conley said she got Wagner’s

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email over the weekend. She said the Smart 
meter the city is installing is for water only. 
She said the state is studying the electric 
side of the company. 

She said she sent Wagner’s concerns to 
Director of Public Services Keith Boc. 

“I think there’s confusion on the term 
Smart meter,’ Boc said, adding it has 
become a generic term. 

He said the Michigan Department 
of Licensing and Regulatory Affairs is 
studying the Smart meters for the electrical 
utility only. He said that meter does a lot 
more than the city’s water meters will do. 

“The only thing we record is how much 
water you use, the account number, and the 
person on the account,” Boc said. 

He said the electric Smart meter has a 
lot stronger signal. He said the new water 
meters aren’t much different than those in 
use now. He said the new transmitters have 
now been put on all the houses in the city. 

He said currently the city is using old 
meters. The new ones will be more accurate 
and will last longer, since they have no 
moving parts. The new meters haven’t 
been delivered yet. 

Boc said contrary to concerns, the city will 
not be able to shut the water off or regulate 
the flow through the Smart meters. 

“The primary difference is you don’t have 
to come to my house to read my meter,” 
said Councilwoman Kim Tindall. 

Boc said the transmittal signal strength 
is less than a cell phone. As far as hacking, 
Boc said, a person could hack into the 
present system. He said the information 
sent by the new meters is encrypted. 

Boc said the meters do have a tamper 
alert. 

When asked what would happen if a 
resident refuses to have the Smart meter 
installed, Boc said the city would shut off 
the water to that site. 

“There’s no way to read the meter, 
otherwise,” Boc said. 

Wagner said she was comforted to know 
there is no way for the city to shut off the 
water through this device and there would 
be no hacking. 

“The EMFs are the only issue,” she said, 
referring to electromagnetic frequencies. 
She said she has no microwave oven in her 
house or other microwaves because of a 
chance they could cause cancer. 

She said studies on EMFs are 50% 
inconclusive and, “I don’t like playing with 
those odds.” 

She said in the future when DTE wants 
to put electric Smart meters in the city, she 
hopes the city will consider the EMFs. 

Mayor Conley stressed that the state is 
looking at the electric Smart meters only, 
since those are the ones that cities in the 
state have been concerned with. 

Several cities in Michigan passed 
resolutions last fall asking the state to 
investigate the electric Smart meters 
including Warren, Southfield, Shelby 
Township and Oak Park. Other communities 
throughout the nation also have expressed 
concerns over those meters and some have 
banned their use.
